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Sources op thb Nilh. — There is more trou- 
ble in reference to the honor of this discovery. 
The Venetian traveller Miani has addressed a 
letter to Sir Roderick Murchison, President of 
the Geographical Society in London, in which 
he solemnly protests against the discovery of 
the sources of the Nile by Speke and Grant. 
Be says in his letter, “ Myself, on the 1st of 
February, I860, in latitude 4 deg., desired to 
' pass the cataracts of Maredo in a small boat, 
for I saw the Nile flowing from the southeast, 
but my escort left me. Then I travelled again 
with 100. soldiers, 150 carriers, and 12 mules 
(amoDg the Bari), along the banks of the Nile, 
and could, thereiore, not be mistaken. After 
six days I fell in with a range of hills, called 
<Jmri, between which the river forms a suc- 
cession of rapids, and which I followed for 
two geographical degrees. The Messrs. 
Speke and Grant have not seen this chain 
of bills; it extends from southeast to north- 
west, and its average height is not above 
one thousand feet. In Lahore I engaged an 
interpreter, because I now travelled among 
the Anidi, an unknown tribe, speaking a 
different language from the Bari. After pass- 
ing latitude 3 deg. in the land of the OdKpie, 
1 discovered a river which comes from ther 
east and empties into the Nile, called by the 
natives Acioa. I then traversed the cata- 
racts of Meri, where I found, for the first 
timci^ood drinkable water, and arrived on 
28th March, I860, at Galaffi, where the 
Gniri chain of hills terminates. Here I saw 
the Nile navigable, ooming from ths west. 
I was then in 2 deg. North latitude and 31 
deg. eastern longitude, at a distance of about 
3,000 miles from the mouth of the Nile, and 
only required a month to reach its source. 
From Galaffi to Gondocoro I required 40 days. 
As we were 3,000 feet above the level of the 
6ea, the temperature was cool ; -the centigrade 
thermometer not showing more than from 22 
to 23 deg. at noon (about 73 deg. Fahrenheit). 
• * * The wet season had already set in. 
The rain fell in torrents. » • • Natives of 
Galaffi, whom I asked, told me the sources of 
the Nile are in Patico, the last of their lands 
on the frontier of Galla, where they are called 
Ame. They told me that in moving against 
the sun one must pass through twelve coun- 
tries to reach the source of the Meri, but fol- 
lowing the meanderings of the river it took 
fifteen days. I asked them if they knew of 
any lakes, which they denied.” 

From all this the Venetian traveller con- 
cludes that the sources of the true Nile are un- 
der the equator, in longitude 34 deg. east, 
parallel with the mountain Kenta. He then 
declares that the river discovered by the two 
English travellers, Speke and Grant, is not the 
Nile, but only one of its tributaries, known 
for years as the Lake Tome, in latitude 2 de- 
grees north This river is situated eight days' 
journey west of Gondocoro, is called by the 
natives Gili, runs through Giambara, then 
changes its name into Giur, and finally emp- 
ties into the Bahar el Garal. ‘‘Before a trav- 
eller passes the point which I reached,” says 
Miani, “or denies from personal inspection 
what I have here stated, I consider myself the 
only Nile authority who can decide the course 
of this river up to the 3d degree of north la- 
titude, and to w hoever says that he discovered 
its sources, I must answer: ‘You have seen 
this river in latitnte 4 deg. north.’ ” 

The whole of this matter will be placed be- 
fore the Geographical Society of London at its 
next meeting. 

TnH Cotton Prospect. — The N. T. World 
eays notwithstanding the war between the 
North and South has now been going on for 
two years and a quarter there has yet been no 
Scarcity of cotton in the markets of the woftd 
sufficient to compel the nations, as was pre- 
dicted would be the case, to acknowledge the 
Confederacy from sheer necessity of clothing 
material. Those who anticipated an immedi- 
ate effect of this character overlooked the fact 
that the American crops of 1858, 1853, and 
1860 averaged an excess over the demand of 
1,000,000 bales for each year, thus giving an 
accumulation at the commencement of the 
tof 3,000,000 bales. The consumption on 
bothsMes ot the Atlantic since the discovery 
of gold in California and Australia has been 
about 3,000,000, and thus this excessive supply 
was equal to one year’s demand. It passed 
through the looms of the world— an extra 
spinning force being employed during those 
three years — and remained on hand awaiting 
consumption. 

There is also always in most "countries a 
stock in store equal to two years’ demand. 
‘Thus the world was independent of the South 
for at least three years. That time will have 
passed by next spring, and then will come the 
want that it was expected would be felt im- 
mediately. By that time the ports of the 
South should be opened, for Europe will then 
asking for cotton with an urgency that 
cannot pa»s unheeded. Unless the war is 
pushed with an energy that will clese the 
struggle before next May, new difficultiee will 
meet us more embarrassing than any that 
bare yet been encountered. The following 
estimate is made, and is believed to be correct, 
of the number of bales of cotton which will 
be possessed by the South at the beginning of 
the next commercial year:

Other estimates that have be|n published 
are inaccurate, from the fact that the consump- 
tion by the South itself, which is here set down 
at 1,500,000 bales, was not included. It is pro- 
bable that at least a year would be required 
after the consummation of a peace before trans- 
portation facilities could be restored so as to 
effect an export equal to any year just previ- 
ous to the war. It is reasonable to suppose 
that the demand for the staple, under favora- 
ble circumstances, in 1864 will considerably 
exceed the demand ot 1860 or 1861. 

On the first of September the warehouses 
of the world will contain only about 6 months’ 
Bnpply of cotton and cotton goods, while they 
should contain sufficient for two years. There 
will be 7,000,000 bales less on hand than there 
were at the beginning of the war, and a de- 
ficit? >f 4,000,000 which the production 
Tom other parts of the world will help very 
little to satisfy. It is evident, then, that if 
peace should be concluded within a month, 
it would require three or four seasons to re- 
store the equilibrium of the market and a re- 
turn of old prices.

ACCIDENTS AND INCIDENTS OF THE WAR. 

Immediately after the battle of Perryville, 
orders were issued for an attack upon the en- 
emy’s line at daylight next morning, and a 
portion of the night of the 8th was spent by 
our troops preparing for battle next day. I 
was with Gen. Gilbert Xluring the entire night. 
We were on horseback until 12 P. M , when 
we bivouacked in a cornfield, whero some 
stacks of fodder served as very comfortable 
beds. During the night the enemy decamped, 
leaving their dead and wounded npon the field, 
and when morning dawned we were in quiet 
possession of the field, and were consequently 
obliged to have the dead buried and the 
wonnded removed to hospitals. 

Oct. 10th — We left camp at 9 A. M. and 
camped half a mile east of Perryville. Hun- 
dreds of the rebel dead still remain unburied. 
We are still pushing the enemy vigorously. 

Oct. Ilf A.— Kirbv Smith has effected a junc- 
ture with Braj g. Sill will join us this after- 
noon or early to-morrow. 

5 o'clock, P. M . — We have received march- 
ing orders; it appears that the enemy have 
skedaddled again. 

20 minute t of 10 P. M . — We have arrived in 
camp, and, as is usual in such cases, we have 
no snelter or supper. The enemy are falling 
back on Camp Dick Robinson. 

October 12fA, 25 Minutes of 10 A. M . — The 
troops are now leaving camp. Camped at 4 
P. M.; we are but four miles from where we 
"started, though we have marched over fifteen 
miles during the day. 

October 13th . — I accompanied a flag of trnce, 
borne by Capt. Long, 4th U. S. C., to the 
enemy’s lines. The flag wa3 fired on. We 
met Col. Ashby, Maj. W. P. G. Breckinridge, 
Capt. Wm. Jones, and Lieut. Taylor, all of 
Morgan’s Brigade. We had a long conversa- 
tion with these gentlemen. They confess 
that their men are poorly fed and poorly 
clothed. Tb»y also say that they are tired of 
the war and wish it was over. There are 
hundreds of men on both sides who arc in the 
same fix. We delivered one hundred and 
sixty-nine paroled prisoners to the enemy. 

Oct. 14fA, 4 )4 A. M . — The regiments are 
now leaving camp. 3)4 P. M. We are now 
within four miles of Lancaster. The rebels 
are still running and we are pursuing them 
rapidly. 4 P. M, Skirmishing is now going 
on in onr front. Our van guard is shelling the 
rear of the enemy. 8 P.M. We have bivouack- 
ed. Came ten miles. 

I ,Oct. 15fA. — Left camp at 734 A. M.; had 
brisk skirmishing early this morning. Came 
through Lancaster at 9 o'clock. The Union 
colors are now waving over the Lancaster 
courthouse. We are in rapid pursuit of Kir- 
by Smith. The citizens of Lancaster hailed 
our eDtree into their town with jhe most 
enthusiastic demonstrations. In no other 
town in the State did we meet with the cor- 
dial welcome we received at Lancaster. Capt. 
John Ferry, of the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment, weal with a company of cavalry to 



a gallant action, and honeet Jack Perry de- 
serves great credit for suggesting and execut- 
ing so neat a piece of business. 

I was considerably amused to-day to hear a 
graduate of West Point describe some of the 
peculiarities of Buell and McClellan. We were 
talking of Buell’s energy, when he remarked 
‘'that if Buell had as mnch energy in his head 
as in his foot, he certainly would be one of 
the most vigorous men in the world. Buell,’ 
said he, “is the only man that ever attended 
West Point able to kick a football over north 
barracks. The man who is able to raise a ball 
to the eaves must possess great physical power. 
The traditions of the Academy give the name 
of but one man who succeeded in kicking the 
ball over the barracks, and that name is Don 
Carlos Buell. When Buell was a lieutenant 
a large, burly fellow gave him some insolence 
and even forgot himself so far as to challenge 
Buell to fight him a fist fight. This was too 
much for the young Lieutenant. With the 
rapidity of thought he knocked the fellow 
down, and, with one kick, broke three of his 
ribs. While at the Academy, Buell was the 
leader of a set of cadets who were then con- 
sidered aristocrats; he would descend to noth- 
ing low or vulgar as a boy, and he still re- 
tains his characteristic honesty of purpose and 
pride of character. Our friend also told us 
that among the tests of strength in his time 
at the Academy was the grip of the knees 
when on horseback. A man who could make 
ahorse squeal by gripping him with the knees 
was considered a No. 1 rider. Among those 
who excelled was McClellan and Fitz John 
Porter. The former could make a horse squeal 
and the latter would make him squeal and 
switch his tail. 

4 o’clock P. M . — We are now at Crab Or- 
chard, a famous watering place. Marched 13 
miles to-day. The rebels are still running. 
I suppose we will follow them over the moun- 
tains. The 3d corps did not move across the 
mountains as was anticipated. Its days were 
numbered. Jealousy and envy could not al- 
low Gee. Gilbert, who had hitherto been suc- 
suceessfnl, to remain in snch a position; and 
there were not wanting men who were vain 
enough to suppose that if Gilbert were relieved 
they would supersede him in the command of 
the corps. The War Department, yielding to 
some mysterious but pernicioas" influence, 
had failed to confirm his appointment as Ma- 
jor-General. The result was that ono of onr 
best military men was relieved from a position 
of high usefulness to the army. 

In connection with this subject it may not 
be amiss to record the fact that Gen. Turcbin 
never forgave Gilbert for preferring the charges 
against Col. Turchin which dismissed said of- 
ficer from the army. Gilbert had no choice in 
the matter; in obedience to an order from Gen. 
Buell, he investigated certain written com- 



plaints against Col. Turchin, and, in the dis- 
ot I ' 
y 

Col. Turchin — charges which were proved, and 



charge of his duty as Inspector General of the 
Army of the Ohio, he preferred charges against 



which a board of officers thought sufficiently 
serious to cashier him for. Turchin had no 
just ground of complaint against Gilbert, and 
he would be sorely puzzled to give a sufficient 
reason for sending Gen. Gilbert word that he 
would work against him, and that he should 
not be confirmed in the appointment be bad 
received. A little more than sixty years ago 
one Lt. Bonaparte dispersed a mob, and was 
rewarded by great promotion for so doing. 
Scarcely a year ago Capt. Gilbert saved an ar- 
my from destruction, and his reward is slander 
aDd detraction. The accidents of war present 
no greater contrast than this. 

The pursuit of the rebel forces was con- 
tinued. A portion of Gen. Crittenden’s corps 
pursued them a considerable distance across 
the mountains, capturing a quantity of priso- 
ners and a number of beef-cattle. We quote 
from the journal of a friend, belonging to 
Nelson's old division. 

October 16<A. — Left camp at 7)4 A. M., and 
marched over a very rocky, mountainous, and 
uninhabited country. At 3 P. M„ we passed 
through Mt. Vernon, and a short distance this 
side took the advance of the 5th division, and 
marched 18 miles. 

October 17tA. — Wetook upthelineof march 
at 8)4 A. M , taking a southerly coarse over a 
mountainous, wild, rugged road — came as far 
as the top of Wildcat Mountain, and en- 
camped. The scenery here is varied and beau- 
tifbl. As far as the eye can see, there seems to 
be nothing but a succession of mountains and 
valleys. Slight skirmishing this evening. 

October 18(A — At 11 A. M., our brigade 
(the old 22d) went on a recon noissance, and 
at 5 P. M. the advance, under Maj. Buckner, 
came up with some of the enemy, and had a 
sharp fight for some minutes, when the se- 
cesh ran. We were placed in line of battle, 
and remained so over night, without blankets; 
captured a great many cattle and several strag- 
glers. 

Oct. 14<A.— Our cavalry are still bringing in 
stragglers. 

Oct. 20th . — Reveille at 2 A. M. The. 10th and 
22d brigades went on a grand hunting excur- 
sion at 4)4 A. M. We marched 13 miles in a 
southeasterly direction, and returned to camp, 
having taken 18 head of cattle and 13 prison- 
ers of war. The brigade arrived in camp at 
Nelson's cross roads about sundown. 

Oct. 21st. — Remained in camp. 

Oct. 22 d . — Reveille at 1 o'clock A. M. Pre- 
parations were made to march to Manchester 
to destroy the saltworks. We marched all 
day, arriving at Manchester just after dark, a 
distance of 28 miles. 

Oct. 23 d . — We remained in camp dnring the 
forenoon. At 2 P. M., companies were de- 
tailed to destroy all the salt after the citizens 
bad been supplied. Water wa3 turned upon 
the salt, the pumps destroyed, and bores filled. 
This ended the campaign in Kentucky. 



The rebels fell back to their old line and Buell 
had already commenced moving his troop3 
into Tennessee when he was relieved, whether 
justly or not it is not our province to decide. 



History, perhaps, will make the best answer 
to such a query. That Bneli was very unpop- 
ular with a majority of our army is undeni- 
able. Yet his lack of popularity wa3 no test 
of his ability. Few Generals ever accom- 
plished as much in the same period of time. 
Gen. Rosecran3 took command of an army 
which had never been whipped when he as- 
sumed command of the Army of the Ohio, 
and no man is prouder than I am to know 
that he led that army to victory. To-day he 
is the most popular as well as the most sncces- 
ful General we have yet had, and whether he 
possesses the genius ot Buell or not,he certainly 
is fortunate. May he ever meet with success 
while battling for his country, and may he 
never feel what Buell must have felttvhen he 
was assailed by unprincipled politicians in 
every radical press in the country, nntii they 
succeeded in destroying the confidence of the 
army in their leader. A good soldier will al- 
ways love the man who leads him to battle 
and to victory, and in ninety-nine cases ontof 
every hundred the soldier who abuses the offi- 
cers commanding him is a poor and worthless 
soldier. Had I been Buell's bitterest enemy 
justice wonld compel me to write as I have, 
and were I his friend I could add nothing by 
words, of mine to the never-dying fame his 
record will give him.

In tub Rear of Vicksburo, Miss., I 
J une 26, 1863. j 

SiDce the raging tempest of iron hail yes- 
terday, comparative quiet has reigned along 
our whole line. Many expected that the ene- 
my would make an effort to drive Logan 
from his lodgement in the fort so heroically 
won, but as he knew how to win it, sa also 
does he know how to guard and retain it. 

Orders came at 11 o'clock P. M., requiring 
all our troops to rest under arms, ready to be 
called into action at a moment's warning. No 
occasion provoked the necessity of being call- 
ed out, as the rebs kept quiet. While wit- 
nessing the great demonstration along the 
line, and the blowing up and the foothold 
gained in the rebel fort yesterday afternoon, I 
chanced to meet with a soldier of the 11th 
Indiana (McGinnis’ Brigade), who was or 
picket the night before on left of 10th Di- 
vision. From him 1 obtained the following 
novel information, which I render in his own 
words: 

You see there is disputed picket ground on 
our front, and the side that gets possession 
first generally holds it; so last night (24th) 
Gen. McGinnis ordered out his picket beforo 
dark, keeping the boj3 under cover until our 
lookout spied the rebel picket coming, when 
we took our places. As they ascended the 
bluff the Captain saw us, baited a momsnt, 
then moved forward again. Our Captain let 
them upproach a little nearer, then yelled out 
“Halt!” They stopped, and the rebel officer 
cried out, “You've got my position, sir!” 
“Can’t help it, reb; I got here first, and in- 
tend to hold .the ground until fairly whipped 
out!” Oh, well, I don’t see as our fighting 
here will be of any advantage to cither side, 
so let’s poet our pickets and have a chat." 
“Agreed, said onr Captain, and the rebel offi- 
cer soon came over and staid two hours! Onr 
Captain asked him bow long Pemberton in- 
tended to hold out, and he said until his pea 
flour was gone, and his men got too wenk to 
shoot. “Do you expect Johnston to help you 
out of the scrape?” said our Captain, and I 
watched him close to hear what he said. He 
told us, “Never mind about him. You’ll hear 
from him one of these days;” and that is about 
all be wonld say about themselves. 

Reader, draw yonr own conclusions. I am 
of the opinion that Johnston is not within 75 
miles of Vicksburg, nor has not been for ten 
days. 

Since my last letter, I have been able to 
gather severel items in regard to yesterday’s 
conflict. General Logan’s loss was 100 killed 
and wonnded, and as many more up to noon 
to-day. He still holds the northeast corner of 
the fort (which was blown up yesterday), and 
nothing but bags of sand protect bis front. 
The most superhuman courage, alertness, and 
efficiency is required to hold this hotly con- 
tested position. The forlorn hope (my own 
designation) is relieved every half hour, and 
men are being killed or wounded in every re- 
lief. Not only are showers of bullets hurled 
at this point, but hand grenades are tossed 
among our men, and their artillery vigorous- 
ly used to destroy those hastily constructed 
breastworks. Last night Logan attempted to 
plant a gun there. A squad of men w.re 
carrying in a heavy timber for the con- 
struction of a platform, when a solid shot 
from one of the rebel guns sent it twirling 
through the air, killing and wounding six 
men. They are now running a new mine 
which, when completed, will unmask the 
skulking traitors, and compel them to take a 
fair stand-up fight or run. From the lookout 
can be seen their trains bringing up rations 
and ammunition, and a force estimated at six 
thousand within supporting distance of this 
fort. Blood may flow in torrents, and many 
precious lives be lost, but Vicksburg must fall! 
Our officers and men bare sworn it, and never 
so earnestly and resolutely as now. Every 
day brings the crisis nearer; every day’s delay 
is exhausting the patience of the anxious peo- 
ple in the North. Mercy's day is fast waning. 
Then surely, swiftly will dawn the day of Jus- 
tice. 

9 P. M — Admiral Porter has been doing 
the most of the fighting since noon, jbut I 
know not the result. Just before dark, his 
guns were rapidly served on our extreme left 
above W.&rrenton. The mortar shells con- 
tinue to practise their aerial flights, ;and per- 
form pyrotechnic displays of genius and utili- 
ty for the edification and amusement (?) of 
the Vicksburg branch of the so-called South- 
ern Confederacy. 

To us Yankees, it is a grand and beautiful ' 
eight to see those creatures of Lucifer the 
Messrs. Shell — born midst fire, strife, and 
smoke, emanating from a black and pon- 
derous throat — flying frohi the mundane 
into the celestial sphere — toying with the 
stars — kissing blushing Miss Luna — hugging 
Venns — fighting Mars (doubtless through 
jealousy )— then dashing off into the midst of 
the family of Sir Asteroids — snubbing Pallas, 
flitting with Vesta, dancing a jig with Irene, 
waltzing with Proserpina, promenading with 
Psyche, and finally falling in love with Flora; 
when along comes Uncle Jupiter and kicks 
the Hons. B. Shell down into Vicksburg — 
deeming it a worse place of punishment than 
Hades! At this very moment they are going 
tip and coming down one after another, mak- 
ing a terrible fuss because they have been 
kicked out of celestial parlors. May this be a 
warning to all future aspirants who wonld 
rise above the sphere created for them, and 
who would steal and seize the possessions of 
others to set themselves up as kings and 
rulers, and claim rank in the family of nations. 

June 27, 9 P. M . — Last night Logan com- 
pletely flanked the disputed fort on the west 
side with a heavy breastwork and rifle-pit. 
V irtually he is in possession of the whole fort, 
and yet ihe enemy's rifle-pits command the 
rear— it being open. But, as Logan holds 
three side9 and a firm lodgement inside — occu- 
pying nearly healf of the area, it can safely 
be set down as being in Federal possession. 
It has been won at dear cost to us (250 killed 
and wonnded), bnt it may prove 3till more de- 
structive to the enemy. The position is a very 
commanding one, and, within 24 hours, will 
deBl death and destruction to the rebels on 
either side and front. * 

From one of the ambulance drivers I learned 
that the enemy has three distinct picket lines 
between Big Black and Champion Hills. He 
saw but a few companies of rebel infantry 
and only 100 cavalry. I am also informed 
that Bcme of our wounded are still at Jack- 
son, with no prospect of bringing them in un- 
til the fall of Vicksburg. 

To-day Gen. Grant remarked that he in- 
tended to relieve that guard in V of 

tbeir arms aDd celebrate the 4th of July in 
the city I snd he means just what he says. 

No further news from Johnston or any 
other rebel force near us on the line of Big 
Black. 

Say to the anxious public, wait yet a little 
while, and patience shall be arnplv rewarded.

later— 1 A. M., June 20th, lOfA Division, 
13/A Corps . — Jnst returned from a tour through 
the rifle-pits in onr extreme front. We have 
three approaches, all being vigorously pushed 
forward directly towards the main fort, situ- 
ated on the principal road leading to the city. 
To give yon some idea of the vastness of these 
werks, I will state their dimensions and prob- 
able length. The main pits are wide and deep 
enough to admit artillery and safely protect it, 
wagons of ammunition, etc. The whole ex- 
tent of rifls-pits dug since the siege commened 
would probably reach four miles. Added to 
tiii?, we have made four hundred feet of tun- 
nelling, made one thousand fascines, built a 
dezen redoubts for artillery, and are now 
near enough to the fort to toss in hand-gren- 
ades. 

To-night as I approached the fort, sweet 
strains of vocal and instrumental music came 
wafled over on the midnightair, and I climbed 
to tbe top of the breastworks, at the risk^f 
my scalp, to listen. Clear gronnd and bright 
moonlight was all around ns. The rebs were 
sieging the Marseilles, the national French 
anthem, doubtless a spontaneous sympathetic 
outburst. Nearer the city could be heard a 
braes band, also martial music. Deuced good 
feeling fellows, unless they are playing the 
hypocrite.

Tub Crown Prince of Prussia. — Tho New 
York Tribune says a curious and quite unex- 
pected incident has just intervened in the 
contest between tbe Crown and the people of 
Prussia, and may be of decisive influence upon 
its ultimate issue. The Crown Prince has 
openly and firmly ranged himself on the side 
of the opposition. In a public speech at 
Dantzic he declined all responsibility for the 
foolish decrees by which his obstinate father 
has estranged both the affections and the re- 
spect of the immense majority of his people. 
The sincerity of this declaration was at first 
doubted by many Liberals, bnt, according to 
tbe latest accounts from Prussia, both the 
King and the Priuoe look upon it as some- 
thing very serious. The King has demanded 
of the Prince a retraction of the views ex- 
pressed in his address, aud threatened to de- 
prive him, in case of his refusal, of all his 
dignities and appointments. In this trying 
and embarrassing position, tbe Crown Prince 
acted with a firmness which has taken the 
country by surprise. He refused to retract 
anything, offered to resign his command and 
hie honors, and requested leave to retire with 
his wife and family to some place where he 
might be free from the suspicion of interfering 
in any way in the affairs of State. 

The English -papers, with a just and natural 
gratification, mention the fact that the Crown 
Princess in this question not only fully sym- 
pathizes with her husband, but that she gives 
to her opinion an even more emphatic expres- 
sion. She is said to have assured the magis- 
trates of Elbing that her husband was any- 
thing but pleased with the present regime, but 
did not willingly express himself on the sub- 
ject; “bnt,” she added, “tell the people I have 
said so to you.” 

If6t be true that tbi3 firm position has been 
taken by the Crown Prince of Prussia, the 
daDgcr of a revolution in that country is 
probably passed. The Prussian people were 
aware that they were almost a unit in oppos- 
ing the unconstitutional measures of the Min- 
istry. They were sure that their unanimity 
would be able to overcome at length any des- 
potic pressure to which the King and the aris- 
tocracy might have recourse. Still, an excess 
of violence might have plunged the country, 
almost against tbe will of the people, into a 
civil war, and a war at the present juncture of 
European politics might have seriously endan- 
gered the prospects of the progressive party, 
which now polls in no country of Europe a 
larger vote than in Prussia. If the nation 
knows that the beir-apparent is in favor of 
keeping the Constitution inviolate, they will 
be sure to endure patiently the vagaries of the 
blundering old King, hoping that time will 
soon give them an opportunity of marching 
peaceably onward on the road of constitu- 
tional and democratic reform.

I think that one of the most certain indi- 
cations of returning peace and happiness to 
our nation is the return of religious feeling, 
thought, and action. Where these exist har- 
mony reigns supreme — in the absence of these, 
discord — the bane of good society — holds bis 
unhallowed revels. 1 do not mean that reli- 
gions feeling which sows enmity among tho 
Churches, but the cultivation of that love to 
God and to each other, which is eminently 
characteristic of the true followers of Christ. 
I mean that unity of thought which binds re- 
ligious people into one body to battle against 
the common enemy of all. I mean that ac- 
tion by which all the energies of religious 
people are directed against tiie works of the 
Devil, let them assume whatever shape they 
mav. 

The universal experience of nations teaches 
us that tbe cultivation of religion is the culti- 
vation of patriotism. Indeed, so indissolubly 
are they connected that one becomes a part of 
the other. The ancients eaw the necessity of 
impressing npon the people the idea that a 



power higher than that of man existed, and 
hence the worship of those deities known to 
us only through the mist of fable. If such a 
necessity existed to them, how mnch more 
does it exist to us, who have the result of 
thtir experience, aided by a divine revelation, 
the sum of which may be expressed in one 
word — obedience — obedience to the laws of 
one’s country a3 well as to laws of Heaven. 
Tbe duty to U 9ubmit to the powers that be” is 
no less imperative now than when it was-pro- 
mulged more Ilian one thousand years ago. 
The discord and animosity now prevalent in 
this country is all a trick of the devil. The 
fiest step of his sooty majesty in the way of 
evil is to sow dissension, from which springs 
rebellion, and rebellion always ends precisely 
where it begins — in the thraldom of darkness. 

1 rejoice to see that our people are begin- 
ning to awake to a full sense of their duly in 
regard to this matter — to learn that to make 
their sons and daughters Christians is to make 
them patriots — to teach them love to God is 
to teach them love to their country. Where 
does loyalty exists in its purest and most ele- 
va'e.d toim? Precisely where religious prin- 
ciples have been most assiduously cultivated 
in minds of the youth. Who are the most 
loyal? Precisely those whose patriotism has 
taken healthy root in the Word of God. 

These thoughts have been written as they 
occurred, and were suggested by the almost 
unprecedented success— circumstances consid- 
ered — which has attended a “special religious 
effort” recently made at this place. If this 
meets a favorable reception, we may sugge t 
something at a future time more worthy of 
consideration.

Nature and Old Atm. — I love tbe country 
as I did when a little child, before I bad ad- 
mitted into my heart that ambition which is 
the first fierce lesson we learn at school. Is it 
partly that those trees never remind us that 
we are growing old? Older than we are, their 
hollow stems are covered with rejoicing leaves. 
The birds build amid tbeir bowering branches 
rather than in the lighter shade of the sapling. 
Nature has no voice that wounds the self-love; 
her coldest wind nips no credulous affection. 
She alone has the same face in our age as in 
our youth. The friend with whom we once 
took sweet counsel we have left in the crowd, 
a stranger— perhaps a foel The woman in 
whose eyes, some twenty years ago, apara- 
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those wild flowers under the hedgerow — those 
sparkles in tbe happy waters — no friendship 
has gone from them! — their beauty has no sim- 
ulated freshness — their smile has no fraudulent 
deceit. Bnt there is a deeper truth than all 
this, in the influence which nature gains OTer 
ns in proportion as life withdraws itself from 
struggle and contention. 

W e are placed on earth for a certain period, 
to fulfil, according to our several conditions 
and degrees of mind, those duties by which 
the earth's history is carried on. Desk and 
ware house, factory and till, forum and senate, 
schools of science and arts, arms and letters — 
by these we beautify and enrich onr common 
habitation; by these we defend, bind together, 
exalt, the destinies of our common race. And 
during this period the mind is wisely fitted 
lees to contemplate than to act — less to repose 
than to toil. The great stream of worldly life 
needs attrition along its banks in order to 
maintain the law that regulates the movement 
ot its waves. Bnt when that period of action 
approaches towards its close, the soul, for 
which is decreed an existence beyond the uses 
of earth— an existence aloof from desk and 
warehouse, factory aud till, forum and senate, 
schools of science and art, arms and letters — 
gradually relaxes its hold of former objects;

such point of contact, youth will spring forth 
again? May there be no meaning more pro- 
found than Ihe obvious interpretation in the 
sacred words, “Make yourself as little chil- 
nrtn, for such is the kingdom of heaven?”

The American’s special, dated Wednesday, 
noon, the 8th, says the position of the rebels 
and their condition is definitely ascertained. 
Tbeir iufantrv line was drawn across from 
Funkstown, Md., to Falling Waters, and be- 
hind this line they are making almost super- 
human exertions to get their trains, artillery, 
and ammunition across the river. 

The bf Bt military authority doubts, it might 
almost sav is confident, that they have no pon- 
toon bridges at Falling Waters. They are 
now crossing their horses on boats) and leav- 
ing their wagons on this side, probably in- 
tending to take them to pieces and carry them 
across on canal boats. 

1 have heard the opinion expressed by high 
military authority that the enemy wonld 
probably secure a most defensible line in front 
of Williamsport, entrench themselves, and 
endeavor to hold our army at bay while they 
secure the means of crossing. 

Lee’s headquarters ar* definitely ascertain- 
ed to be at Hagerstown to-day, and his troops 
ere mainly on the road between there and 
Williamsport, which is only 7 miles distant. 

Gen. Early s rebel command is to-day re- 
ported to be cut off in the mountains near 
Giceacastle by our cavalry. This is only a 
rumor, but it is credited to some extent. 

Pleasanton's cavalry has been operating 
with magnificent success during the last three 
days. While the rebels were retreating we 
had cavalry in their front and rear and on 
both flanks. Its presence and bold dashes 
aided in increasing the demoralization of the 
rebels, and their discipline has been greatly 
relaxed. 

AmoDg the captnred are Brig. Generals Rob- 
inson ana Trimble. The damage done to the 
rebel trains by our cavalry is almost incredi- 
ble. Everywhere they were captured, cut off, 
and burned. 

Gen. Kilpatrick dashed into the middle of 
Gen. Ewell's train snd burned between two 
and three hundred wagous and ran off the 
horses. To-day he captured 63 more wagons 
and 800 horses and mules. 

Our cavalry, I think, Kilpatrick's division, 
had a fight yesterday at Hagerstown with a 
rebel division. Their position at one time 
was daD gerous, but they got out finally, with- 
out serious loss. 

Our army is moving steadily, and Leo re- 
mains on this side of the river. There is a 
probability of another battle within the next 
48 hours. 

Cincinnati, July 9. 

A special lo the Commercial, dated Tulla- 
boma, July 8, says that Bragg yesterday re- 
treated across the Tennessee, and destroyed 
tbe splendid bridge at Bridgeport. Stragglers 
captured say his army is demoralized and 
crumbling as it recedes.

Despatches for the Associated Press, received 
from Frederick to-night, say information 
which can be relied on comes from tbe front 
this morning of the following purport: the 
Potomac has checked the passage of the rebel 
army. 

A small portion of Lee’s transportation lisa 
been crossed on rafts at Williamsport and 
Rhepberdetown, and his stock swam over. 
His ambulance train, with the wounded, has 
also crossed; but hie supply train, with caval- 
ry, infantry, and artillery, is on this side. 

His first line of battle has been formed in 
the Antietam field. Should this prove true, it 
is certain he cannot receive reinforcements. 
He will be obliged to trust his army to the 
arbitrament of another bloody field. 

Our lerces are gradually concentrating in 
that direction. The hopes and prospect of an- 
nihilating the entire armv of Virginia are 
bright. The best possible spirit animates offi- 
cers and men. 

At last advices, Lee was concentrating his 
forces by every available route, fearing an at- 
tack. lie yesterday morning planted nis bat- 
teries on every road by which we were likely 
to approach. 

Fortress Monroe, July 7. 

A further list of prisoners who have died in 
hospital prisons is received, and has been for- 
warded to Washington for publication. 

Tbe steamer City of Albany, from the White 
House, has arrived. - On tbe morning of the 
1st Gen. Getty, with 10,000 men, proceeded 
fiom the White House to destroy the remain- 
ing bridges over South Anna river. He re- 
turned this morning to the White Honse, hav- 
ing accomplished most of his mission satis- 
factorily.

ARREST OF NAT. WOLFE. 

Nat Wolfe, Esq., was arrested in Owen 
county Thursday by enrolling officer Sa ell, 
and brought to this city. The cause of his arrest 
wns the use of this language in a speech to 
the people of Owen: “This is a John Brown 
raid, a war against slavery, and he hoped eve- 
ry true Kentuckian would rise in arm3 against 
it He was for secession, separation, or any- 
thing else against it.” 

News from the Lexington Railroad. — 
The train left Frankfort on Tuesday evening, 
but was compelled to remain at Eminence 
twenty-four hours. The rebels were on all 
sides, completely hemming in the train, so 
that it was unsafe to move. The wires were 
cut this side and also above Eminence, and no 
telegraphic communication wm had with any 
point in either direction. 

The 71st Indiana were sent np and relieved 
the train ; and it proceeded at once to this 
city, arriving last night. The 71st caught 
one rebel at Jerico, who was brought down 
and properly disposed of. No more were seen 
— they kept out of the way. The Home 
Guards are very active there, and will give a 
good account of themselves if occasion re- 
quires it. 

There was great excitement in Lexington 
on Monday, and all the Government property 
.WB3 removed to Hickman Bridge. Morgan 
was reported in the vicinity, and the people 
fully expected him to make an attempt to take 
the town. All was quiet there, however, on 
Tuesday morning. 

Hon. John J. Crittenden came down on the 
train as far as Pewee station and got off. 

A man died at Eminence yesterday morn- 
ing of convulsions. He said that be had been 
poisoned. His name was not ascertained. 

Morgan in Indiana. — Morgan’s whole force 
has crossed the Ohio river and is now on the 
Indiana side, opposite Brandenburg, Ky. 
What his object is cannot be divined, unless 
it is to proceed to New Albany and Jefferson- 
ville, and, if possible, cut off the railroads and 
destroy the Government property at both 
places, which he will find trouble in doing. If 
be or any considerable portioi of his men 
ever return to Dixie we are much mistaken. 

Tbe crossing was effected yesterday in the 
afternoon, and the two boats captured two 
days since were U3ed for the purpose. Mor- 
gan has with him eleven regiments, all 
mounted, and several pieces of artillery. Six- 
ty Home Guards from Leavenworth wore 
captured by the rebels, opposite Brandenburg, 
on the Indiana side yesterday morning, to- 
gether with all their arms, and one small can- 
non. We did not learn what disposition was 
made of them, but presume they were paroled. 

Accident to Mrs. Lincoln. — A Washing- 
ton paper of the 3d inst. states that on Friday 
morning last, about ten o’clock, as Mrs. Lin- 
coln was passing in her carriage across the 
open lot near the Mount Pleasant Hospital, 
the driver’s seat suddenly became detached 
from the rest of the carriage, and the coach- 
man was precipitated to the ground. At this 
accident the spirited horse9 immediately took 
fright, and dashed along with fearful velocity. 
Mrs. Lincoln was alone in the carriago at the 
time, but seeing the imminent danger she was 
in, with courage and presence of mind re- 
markable at so critical a moment, she sprang 
quickly from the carriage. Though for the 
moment stunned, she most fortunately received 
no more serious injury from the fall than sev- 
eral severe bruiBes. Several surgeons from 
the Mount Pleasant Hospital were instantly 
upon the spot, and administered promptly to 
her injuries, and so soon as it was ascertained 
that they were not of a serious character, she 
was placed in a carriage and conveyed to the 
Presidential Mansion.

Verse and Prose — We do not write verse 
so supremely now as Shakespeare and his com- 
panions did, but as a whole we write prose 
belter. 

‘What want* he that a king should bare’ ? 

cried James, as be gazed with pitiless admira- 
tion on the huge limbs and bold bearing of the 
outlaw of Ettrick. “What wants prose that 
verse should possess? ’ the reader may exclaim 
as tie closes oDe or other of onr English mas- 
terpieces. If it be admitted that verse is the 
nobler vehicle of expression, it will not be de- 
nied that prose iB the more generally useful, 
and the best suited for ordinary purposes. 
V erse is a service of gold plate, which is onlv 
brought forth on princely festivals, and high 
solemnities and anniversaries; prose, the ser- 
vice in every day use, and if the viands are 
properly cooked— and that, after all, is the 
cbietjnatter in a feast— they taste as sweetly 
In thwordinary service as they do in the gold- 
en one. And, after all, it may be questioned 
whether verse is a higher vehicle of expression 
than prose, when prose is at its best. Have 
we not seen prose as ductile, and as easily 
turned and twisted by quip and phantasy? 
Have wa not seen it, chamelion-like, col- 
ored by the food it feeds on? Have we 
not heard its voice, and been unable, even 
when sitting amid the flutes of Aready, to 
remember a sweeter note. Miltonic music 
lingers in tbe sentences of De Quincy. There 
are inspired passages in Ruskin that will hold 
their own wilh anything in poetry. Professor 
Wilson and Kingsley have written descrip- 
tions of natural scenery which are equal to 
any thing of the same kind existing in verse; 
whileCarlyle’a style is unique and unapproach- 
able; everything by turns — solemn, grotesque, 
humorous — capable of dealing with the high- 
est and the lowest, free at once of earth and 
air. Verse cannot without detriment descend 
beneath a certain level; and there are ele- 
ments with which it is not endued. It can 
put a girdle round the earth in forty minutes, 
like Ariel; but it cannot carry logs, like 
Ferdinand. The sea-bird is beautiful wheel- 
ing in the air, charming when it sinks to 
rest, breast-deep in the billow ; but on the 
ground its movement is a waddle, all grace 
is gone. Prose is more Protean than verse, 
and can make itself at home anywhere — 
in the rare passionate and imaginative 
regions, ii the severities of logical state- 
ment, in the even flow of narrative. It can 
do all that verse can, and it ha3 no pride; it 
can concern itself with trifles; it can paint 
Dutch pictures; it can analyze proverbs. And 
it is curious, too, that the wider intellectual 
legion over which prose dominates, almost in- 
evitably attracts to itself, sooner or later, 
writers whose minds are of the purest poetic 
type. Men who begin with poetry, feel, as 
time passes on, and experience widens, a 
strange propulsion to prose or to the drama. 
They weary of abstractions, of the beautiful 
masks and shadows of things, and long to feel 
the earth beneath their feet and to assure 
themselves by human fellowship. Verse takes 
the cream off their thoughts, so to speak; but

observe that, for the most part, the 
great writers who made brilliant the 
close of the last and the beginning 
of the present century, either forsook the 
passionate and emotional element, in which in 
early life they delighted, for closer relation- 
ship with men in the drama, or wrote poems 
in which the satirical and prosaic side of 
things predominated over the purely emotion- 
al, or relinquished verse altogether, and be- 
came prose novelists, prose essayists, or prose 
humorists. The author of Marmion became 
the author of Waverly. Shelley sought refuge 
from lyrical pain in The Ceaci and Hellas. 
Coleridge forsook verse altogether. Byron, in 
his closing years, was a poet only in form; the 
last cantos of Don Juan are, to all intents and 
purposes, a brilliant satirical novel, in which 
poetry adds a sheen to the wit, and a sharper 
edge to the epigram. Had he lived, there can 
be little doubt that be would have relinquished 
verse and betaken himself to prose fiction, in 
which he would have brought much of Field- 
ing’s good sense, solidity, and heartiness, all 
Thackeray’s gift of melancholy scorn, and a 
width ot imaginative range and power of ten- 
derness unknown to either. The fact, then, 
that prose, as a vehicle of literary expression, 
has, during the last century, immensely de- 
veloped; that it can deal gracefully and effect- 
ively with prosaic subject-matter; that it can 
chronicle small beer and the tattle of village 
clowns; that it can paint moor, and fen, and 
woodland; that it can take on the edge of epi- 
gram; that it can turn upon itself in self 
analysis; and that, when required, it can rise 
into the passionate regions, of which, hitherto, 
verse has beyi the great inhabitant and expo- 
nent, is one reason, and perhaps the chief one, 
why the novel has surpassed the poem in pop- 
ular estimation. The novel can give us all 
that we were wont to expect from the poem; 
and as it can more effectively combine hetero- 
genous elements, farce and tragedy, satire and 
moral reflection, the high mood and tbe mean, 
the one grand passion und the hundred sordid 
ones, it is better fitted than the poem to reflect 
the many-colored world in which we live, and 
in which each play9 his part. The novelist 
can stretch a widey canvas than the poet, and 
on bis palette he has a greater variety of pig- 
ments wherewith to produce his picture in his 
lights and glooms; and it is his own fault if 
the tone of bis colors be not us pure, if his 
scarlets are not as brilliant, and his umbers as 
somber, as. the poet’s. As a work of art the 
novel may be — nay sometimes is — as perfect 
as tbe poem. Tbe Newcomea, for instance, is 
a classic as truly as the Essay on Man; with 
the difference, that it is infinitely more enter- 
taining, and is certain to find now, and here- 
after, a greater number of readers.

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Going Ahead at Vicksburg. — Ool. Mark- 
land, special agent for the Postoffice Depart- 
ment of Gen. Grant’s army, has telegraphed 
here from Vicksburg, asking that a good clerk 
be tent down immediately for the postoffice 
in that city. Thus our good Uncle Sam is 
extending his beneficent institutions. Now 
let our old Vicksburg friends make up a club 
of subscribers for the Louisville Journal. 
They used to get angry at us for telling them 
plain truths, but they had better have listened 
to us. It might have saved them the dis- 
agreeable necessity of listening month after 
month to the rude music of Grant’s bomb- 
shells. 

«aT It appears to be generally believed that 
there is no strong rebel force in front of Gen. 
Rosecrans. If the rebel army there were 
formidable in numbers, it seems to be almost 
certain that Bragg would hare stood and given 
battle ere this. But such rebel troops as make 
their appearance at all retreat as they are ad- 
vanced on, our forces pursuing them as a boy 
pursues a flying rainbow. A few, to be sure, 
are overtaken and captured, but not many. 

The prevalent belief is that Bragg has been 
keeping up an appearance of strength as a 
mere stratagem, whilst a portion of bis troops 
have gone to do work elsewhere, and a portion, 
perhaps, are invading or preparing to invade 
Kentucky. We need not be surprised to hear 
at any time of the passing of a heavy rebel 
force into Kentucky through Cumberland 
Gap or across the Cumberland river at some 
point below. Gen. Wm. Preston, with a very 
considerable command, is or lately was at Ab- 
ingdon, in Virginia, a little beyond the Gap, 
with the avowed design of making an irrup- 
tion into this State, and, if his troops and 
Buckner’s and a detachment from Bragg's 
were to unite in an invasion of Kentucky, we 
should have to put forth a great deal ofstrength 
to repel them. We have ample occasion tQ 
put ourselves in readiness for a fierce strug- 
gle, but no occasion whatever to be alarmed. 
Keen and loyal eyes are watching the enemy 
and watching over us, and, if we are but just 
to our country and to ourselves, we shall be 
safe. 

•©•The citizens of Louisville, at the sug- 
gestion of the military authorities, have been 
enrolling themselves for the defence of the 
city. We believe that a great many names 
were yesterday given in. The list in each 
ward will probably be brought to us for pub- 
lication, so that everybody may see who are 
willing to defend the city and who are re- 
creant. 

Thg e nrolmen t of our citizens for the or- 
Bmpanies, regiments, and brig- 
5e's, view of the danger which threatens 
the city, is an excellent measure. It is a 
necessary one. To neglect it would be folly 
and shame and crime. We must all enroll, or- 
ganize, drill, and be prepared to render service 
-at an hour’s warning. But we respectfully 
and earnestly suggest that something more is 
needed. We need fortifications and rifle-pits. 
These, if Louisville were attacked, would be 
invaluable to our raw troops. Such troops, 
drawn up in line of battle in open fields, could 
not he expected to stand an impetuous onset 
of rebel cavalry and artillery, but, if placed 
behind defences, nine-tenths of them would 
fight with the coolness and bravery of veter- 
ans. Their available strength would be more 
than doubled. Each yard of earthwork would 
be worth two or three soldiers. Every milita- 
ry man of experience knows this as perfectly 
as he knows anything. 

Then let us have defences, the best one3 that 
a period of time perhaps very limited will al- 
low. If we are attacked, as we may be any 
day or any night, they will give confidence, 
save the lives of our friends, and prove de- 
structive to our enemies. If we were to Jbe 
invaded to-night, there is not a loyal man 
among us who would not wish with his whole 
soul that we were fortified. And we can for- 
tify just as well as not. If the mat- 
ter is taken hold of in the right quar- 
ters and in the right way, it will be put 
through at once. Instead of waiting till the 
last moment and then being hurried off, white 
men and negroes, to construct fortifications, 
as was done when Bragg was said to be ap- 
proaching our city, let us begin now and do 
our work calmly and thoroughly. We have 
given this advice before, and we may if neces- 
sary give it again. We know that it is right, 
and, if it is not adopted, the fault shall not be 
ours. We sometimes think that a portion of 
our people are like a man upon a railroad track, 
who, when the locomotive is in full view 
thundering down upon him, is cither so indif- 
ferent to consequences or so paralyzed by ap- 
prehension, that he stands stock still to take 
whatever may befall him. 

Ota?” We did not suppose there was any 
truth in the statement of a special despatch to 
the New York Herald that Alex. H. Stephens 
Vice President of the Southern Confederacy, 
and Mr. Ould, the rebel Commissioner, went 
down James River upon the rebel steamer 
Dragon on the 4th inst., under a flag of truce, 
and asked of Rear-Admiral Lee permission to 
proceed to Washington on the Dragon as 
bearers of an important letter from President 
Davis to President Lincoln. We find how- 
ever that it is all strictly true. 

Of course everybody must be anxious to 
know the object of the very singular mission. 
The Administration declined letting Messrs. 
Stephens and Ould come to Washington, on 
the ground that the letter they bore related 
perhaps merely to some trivial question, and 
that their reception might be construed into 
an acknowledgement of the Confederate 
nationality. W e rather regret that the gen- 
tlemen were not received. They could have 
been received with a distinct protest again3t 
any misconstruction of the act. We all re- 
member that our Government, after the com- 
mencement of the rebellion, refused for a time 
to exchange prisoners, lest that might be con- 
sidered a recognition of the rebel Confederacy. 
Bat the necessity of the case overruled all 
things else. 

We cannot but hope that the rebel authori- 
ties are tired enough of the war to be willing 
to propose peace, and to propose it upon what 
they must know to be the only admissible 
basis, the restoration of the Union. 

SSFA. letter to Forney’s Press says, that, 
when the main fort at Winchester was 
stormed, the bold Gen. Milroy was fifty feet 
up a flagstaff, watching the operations.

ggyNow that Lee is a fugitive after his ter- 
rible repulse in Pennsylvania, that Bragg has 
abandoned Tullahoma and sought refuge tem- 
porarily at Chattanooga, that Pemberton has 
found all his stubborn resistance to Grant at 
Vicksburg unavailing, that Johuston has lost 
all power to assume the defensive, that Rich- 
mond is menaced and the Confederate arms are 
placed hors du combat everywhere, is it not an 
appropriate time for our “wayward sisters’’ 
and our brothers who are fighting their bat- 
tles to pause one moment and reflect upon 
the truth of what Alexander H. Stephens said 
to the Georgia convention, in the January 
after South Carolina had opened the rebellion? 
His solemn words of truth were these: “Now 
for you to attempt to overthrow such a gov- 
ernment as this, under which we have lived 
for more than three quarters of a century, in 
which we have gained our wealth, our stand- 
ing as a nation, our domestic safety while 
the elements of peril are around us, with peace 
and tranquillity, accompanied with unbound- 
ed prosperity and rights unassailed, is the 
height of madness, folly, and wickedness.” 
Will they, with the evidences before them that 
they have been confounded by “the attempt 
and not the deed,” suffer their madneBs 
still to inflame them, their folly to render 
them perverse, and their wickedness to pre- 
vent them from listening to the warning voice 
which so fervently invites them to return to 
their allegiance and resume the old fraternal 
bonds? If what Mr. Stephens said before the 
inauguration of the civil war was true and 
forcible, how much more appallingly must his 
words of prophecy ring in their ears now, 
when the terrible pictures which he drew have 
become more terrible realities! Let his words 
be remembered when he said: 

That this step once taken could never be re- 
called, and all the baleful and withering con- 
sequences that must follow (as they would see) 
will rest on the convention for all coming time. 
When we and our posterity shall see our love- 
ly South desolated by the demon of war, which 
this act of yours will inevitably invite and 
call forth; when our green fields of waving 
harvests shall be trodden down by the mur- 
derous soldiery and fiery car of war sweeping 
over our laud; our temples of justice laid in 
ashes; all the horrors and desolation of war 
upon us; who but this convention will be held 
responsible for it? And who but he who shell 
have given his vote for this unwise and ill- 
timed measure (as I honestly think and believe) 
shall be held to strict account for this suicidal 
act by the present generation, and probably 
cursed and execrated by posterity for all com- 
ing time for the wide and desolating ruin that 
will inevitably follow this act you now pro- 
pose to perpetrate. 

Pause, I entreat you, and consider for a mo- 
ment what reasons you can give that will even 
satisfy yourselves iu calmer moments — what 
reasons you can give to your fellow-sufferers 
in the calamity that it will bring upon us. 
What reasons can you give to the nations of 
the earth to justify it? They will be calm and 
deliberate judges in the case; and to what 
cause or one overt act can you name or point, 
on which to rest the plea of justification? 
What right has the North assailed? What 
interest of the South has been invaded ? What 
justice has been denied? And what claim, 
founded in justice and right, ba3 been with- 
held? Can cither of you to-daj name one 
governmental act of wrong deliberately and 
purposely done by the Government of Wash- 
ington, of wbich the South has a right to com- 
plain? I challenge the answer! 

With this unauswerable&rraignment against 
those who precipitated the civil war, and this 
realization of all its “baleful and withering 
consequences,” it certainly would be no im- 
peachment of the gallantry fit the Con- 
federates in their Titanic efforts to overturn 
the Union, if they were to confess candidly 
that their cause has been a failure, 'and that 
they can no longer pursue a “suicidal act” 
which will render them “cursed and execrated 
by posterity for all coining time, for the wide 
and desolating ruin” which has followtd the 
act they attempted to perpetrate. Let them 
come back to the old Union, under the old flag, 
and the old Constitution, and be assured that 
the magnanimity of the Government will be 
that of the father to the returning prodigal. 

#©-The secessionists of Kentucky stigma- 
tize the Unionists of the State as the worst 
description of abolitionists. The secessionists 
of the States in rebellion likewise stigmatize 
the Unionists of Kentucky, together with 
their political associates the Democrats or con- 
servatives of the North. The rebels libel in 
this way all conservative Unionists alike. 
They make a clean sweep. The rebel press 
with one accord brands such men as James 
Guthrie and John J. Crittenden and Horatio 
Seymour and Millard Fillmore and Washing- 
ton Hunt as worse abolitionists than such men 
as Cassius M. Clay and Owen Lovejoy and 
Charles Sumner and Wendell Phillips and 
William Lloyd Garrison.

Cfif General Hooker, os we have said, is a 
braggart and a blusterer, he has scandalously 
and indecently disparaged officers greatly su- 
perior to himself, he is evidently unequal to 
the leadership of such a body of men as the 
Army of the Potomac, and yet, after all, he is 
entitled by his services to something better 
than the unmitigated condemnation and con- 
tempt now seemingly meted out to him. 

General Hooker was a failure at the head 
of the Grand Army, but he was never afailure 
until he took that position. As the comman- 
der of a corps, he was always distinguished. 
His record in the earlier stages of the war was 
brilliant. He was, as a contemporary says, 
the hero of some of the bloodiest conflicts of 
the Virginia campaign. His courage, his gal- 
lantry, his chivalrous bearing, were proverbial. 
Wherever the fight was thickest, wherever the 
crisis was most desperate, wherever the exam- 
ple of steadfast valor was most needed — there 
he was ever found. At Fair Oaks, in the seven 
days’ fight before Richmond, at Antietam, he 
won high renown. General McClellan, who 
is proverbially chary of compliments, char- 
acterized him as “that most excellent officer, 
Major General Joseph Hooker, who was em- 
inently conspicuous for his gallantry and abil- 
ity as a leader in several hard-fought battles 
in Virginia.” 

Those who know most of General Hooker 
would be glad to see him in such a position as 
that which he filled before he took the place 
of General Burnside. 



The Twenty-Sixth Sknatorial District. 
We have already announced that Francis L. 
Cleveland, Esq., has taken the field for the 
Senate for Bracken and Harrison counties, at 
the almost unanimous request of the Union 
men of the two counties. No one has as yet 
been announced to oppose him, and we pre- 
sume no one will be announced unless the no- 
more-men-and-no-more-money party should 
see proper to name a candidate to be beaten 
by him.

CITIZENS, DO YOUR DUTY. 

It is hardly necessary to call attention to 
the important orders which emanate this 
morning from the military authorities, who 
are the faithful and lynx-eyed guardians of 
the public safely. Their recommendations 
must be received as imperative duties. Our 
citizens are enjoined to make preparations 
■against anticipated danger. It may be that 
these precautions will prove unnecessary, but 
the officers to whom our protection is en- 
trusted would be derelict of duty had 
they not forewarned us of the neces- 
sity for preparations. Let the orders be 
scrupulously carried out. Let us devote our- 
selves to the overshadowingduties of the hour 
as patriots, and assist at the laying out of the 
crushed rebellion. The East and the West 
have dealt their vigorous blows, and the great 
centre of the Union may now be called upon 
to perform its share. Who can doubt that it 
Will be done zealously, efficiently, and pa- 
triotically? 

Men of Louisville, your State and country 
require your services to the exclusion of all 
ordinary business. Rally, then, to the call, 
and, should the insolent rebels menace your 
city, let us show the traitor Buckner, the in- 
grate Preston, and their robber associates that 
we are fiflly prepared for them. 

Our city is now under martial law; all bus- 
iness houses must close at 10 o’clock this 
morniDg, and families must supply their sub- 
sistence, as the markets will be closed. We 
direct special attention to the order of Gen. 
Boyle, and trust it will be vigilantly carried 
cut 

•6T The rebels have been driven out of 
Middle Tennessee, and, as a despatch received 
by an officer says, their retreat has been disas- 
trous and demoralizing to them. It is gen- 
erally believed they had lost not less than five 
thousand prisoners in the mountains. Noth- 
ing but the excessive rains and the impassable 
condition of the roads prevented us from 
overthrowing and destroying their entire 
army. It had rained for fifteen successive 
days. One may judge of the roads when it is 
Stated that it took two divisions of Critten- 
den’s corps four days to march twenty miles. 
The north end of the bridge across the Ten- 
nessee at Bridgeport was burned by Bragg to 
prevent Rosecrans from following him. It 
i one of the longest and finest structures of 
the kind in the South. 



To-Day's Races.— Despite the rumors of 
war and invasion the world of fashion and 
pleasure craves its excitements. At Wood- 
lawn to-day a stallion race will come off. In 
nddilion to theentries of John Henry, Edward 
Evert tt, Gold Dust, and Limber Jim, all fa- 
vorite animals on which their respective 
friends are “ready to bet their pile,’’ the re- 
freshment stands will be under charge of 
Cawein & Kollhept, of Walker’s Exchange, 
which ensures agreeable aud comfortable en- 
tertainment to all who visit the delightful re- 
Eort. 

Vicksburg, after its capitulation, ac- 
cording to correspondents, appeared much 
dilapidated. Many houses are injured. The 
Vicksburg paper of July 2 admits the eating 
of mule meat and the pilfering of soldiers in 
private houses. Mrs. Cisco, wife of an officer 
in the artillery service, was killed on Monday 
in the city. Gen. Green, formerly of Mis- 
souri, was killed last week. Col. Griffin, of 
the Thirty-first Louisiana regiment, was also 
killed. There seemed to be much suffering 
there from sickness and our missiles. 



— In consequence of the ex- 
citement in the city, the tableaux for the 
benefit of the Portland Baptist Church is 
postponed until further notice. Those who 
have purchased tickets will please retain 
them until the exhibition, which will most 
certainly be given when our military excite- 
ment is over . .

The Steamer Alice Dean Burned. 

Continued Skirmishing with Heme Guards 
Marching on Corydon. 

When the rebels had made all the use they 
desired of the Earners McCombs and Alice 
Dean, Gen. Morgan ordered both these boats 
burned; but, through the interposition of 
Duke and Johnson, the McCombs was spared. 
The Alice Dean, because, as Morgan said, she 
was a Cincinnati beat, was burned. She was 
a new and splendid boat, and belonged to the 
Dean Company at Cincinnati. She was built 
this season, at a cost of $42,000. The rebels 
also burned the wharfboat at Brandenburg, 
and stole whatever they found to suit them 
on both steamers and the wharf boat. 

At a very early hour in the morning the 
rebels left the river opposite Brandenburg, 
and were, at the last accounts received, abont 
five miles from Corydon, between that town 
and the Ohio river. Considerable skirmish- 
ing has taken place between their advance 
and the Home Guards of Harrison and Craw- 
ford Counties, and so far the Home Guards 
have lost five rdt-n killed, eight or ten wound- 
ed, and about forty prisoners. The rebel 
forces are commanded by John Morgan, Bazil 
Duke, and Bushrod Johnson, and Morgan and 
Duke gave out that their destination was Indi- 
anapolis and the principal railroad crossings 
and bridges of the State — the latter to be torn 
up and burned, and the Government arsenal 
and stores at Indianapolis to be destroyed. 
Of course but little reliance can be placed in 
anything that Morgan may say in this regard. 

A courier arrived in New Albany yesterday 
evening at live o’clock and reported that an 
engagement was going on, two miles from 
Corydon, between Morgan's forces and the 
Home Guards. If not reinforced, the Home 
Guards were probably defeated. 

• From the New Albany Ledger we glean 
more particulars of the invasion. It states 
that a courier had arrived in that city with 
news that the rebels moved from opposite 
Brandenburg Wednesday night, and that at 7 
o’clock Thursday two rebel regiments of 
cavalry and a battery of artillery were within 
four miles of Corydon, and that a large body 
of Home Guards were greatly retarding their 
movements. 

Skirmishing was going on constantly, and 
a general engagement was expected to take 
place Thursday afternoon. So far, since the 
rebels commenced their movements, five of the 
Harrison county Home Guards have been 
killed — Lieut. James Cairnes, Jacob McFall, 
George Jones, Wm. Nance, and one other 
whose name onr informant did not remember. 

The reported capture of the gun belonging 
to the Leavenworth Home Guards is contra- 
dicted. It is in possession of the Harrison 
county boys, and is doing good service. There 
is a large Union force at and near Corydon, 
under command of Col. Jordan, of the Legion, 
and intrenchments are being constructed by 
Colonel J. 

Quite a sharp ekirmish is reported to have 
taken place on W ednesda.v evening, two miles 
back from the river, in the direction of Cory- 
don, and it was in this skirmish that most of 
those above mentioned as being killed lost 
their lives. 

A despatch received in New Albany, dated 
Corydon, half-past nine o’clock yesterday 
morning, says that “the rebels, in large 
force, number not definitely known,” were 
advancing upon that town, and, when 
the despatch was penned, were but five or six 
miles distant. They were held in check by the 
Home Guards, of whom there was a large force 
in the town and its immediate vicinity. The 
best of feeling prevailed among onr men, and 
they were eager for a fight and confident of 
the result. Slight skirmishing had taken place 
on the front this morning, but with what cas- 
ualties was not known.

The above were stored in cellars and care- 
f illy inspected every month. The first month, 
when direct from refinery, they leaked but 
little; every month after the leaks steadily in- 
crease. The third or fourth month dealers 
begin to find empty barrels. They need to be 
coopered, and it is impossible to keep them 
tight at that. From this it appears that pur- 
chasers should be certain to have the oil bar- 
rels guaged at the time of delivery. • 

fits?’ General Dan. Sickles, after displaying 
great gallantry in thejbattle of Thursday, wrs, 
near the close of the engagement, struck in 
the right leg by a fragment of a shell. His 
leg was amputated below the knee, and he is 
in a fair way to recover. His health has not 
latterly been firm, and when the late active 
operations commenced, he was enjoying a 
furlough at his country place near New York. 
When Lee’s plan of invasion was developed, 
he hastened to place himself at the head of 
his corps. 

The Pacific Railroad. — Information has 
been received from Kansas to the effect that 
the first forty miles of the great Pacific Rail- 
way will be completed during the present 
year. It commences at the mouth of the 
Kansas or Kaw river, and follows the valley 
of that stream. Four hundred mile3 of the 
line are under contract, and the work will be 
pushed rapidly forward. The Pacific Railway 
of Missouri proposes to extend its line so as to 
connect with the eastern terminus of the great 
national highway. 

Headquarters District of Kentucky, 1 
Louisville, Ky., July 10, 1863. J 
General Orders , So. 32. 

I. At the request of the Boards of Aldermen 
and Common Council, and from reason of its 
necessity, martiai law is hereby declared 
within the city of Louisville aud county of 
Jefferson, State of Kentucky. 

II. All business houses of every kind, 
drinking saloons, and places of public amuse- 
ment will be closed at tbe hour of 10 o’clock 
A. M. Citizens will supply themselves wiih 
subsistence until further orders. No markets 
will be held, and all citizens forbade leaving 
the city without permits of the Provst Mar- 
shal, under penalties of military law. 

III. All citizens between the ages of twenty 
and forty-five, enrolled under the act of Con- 
gress, and all male persons over the age of 
eighteen, subject to military duty under the 
laws of the State, will repair, before the hour 
of twelve o’clock M., to tbe precincts in their 
respective Wards and enroll in companies of 
not less than seventy-five, and not exceeding 
one hundred, and elect their officers, Captains, 
First and Second Lieutenants, and report to 
these headquarters the names of officers, pri- 
vates, tbe precinct, and W ard, and also report 
all delinquents and persons failing to enlist. 

IV. All persons over the age ot 45 will en- 
roll in their respective Wards, and select 
officers and report to these headquarters. 

V. Females, and all persons not on duty 
under arms, will not leave their houses, with- 
out special written permits, after the hour of 
I'A o’clock P. M. Major D. C. Fitch, Provost 
Marshal, will see that par. V. is executed, and 
will arrest and coniine in Military Prison and 
County Jail all violating this order, and all 
persons failing to enroll and join companies 
for the defence of the city and State. The 
Jailer of Jefferson county is hereby ordered 
to receive all persons, and keep them safely 
until further orders. 

VI. Officers of railroads and their employes, 
telegraph officers and operators, and officers 
and employes of steamboats are exempt from 
enrolment. 

VII. Captain M. H. Jouett, Captain H. B. 
Grant, Captain Speed Peay, Lieutenant Geo. 
K. Speed, and volunteer aids Noble But- 
ler, John Tompkins, and E. H. Semple will 
see that this order is executed, and report the 
enrolment of companies and officers selected.

A Bit er Romance— Miss Charlotte Cush- 
man. — The correspondent of the Missouri 
Democrat gives the following in his letter from 
Murfreesboro: 

Major Fullerton, of General Granger’s staff, 
developed quite a little romance iu Shelby- 
ville. Just as the rebels were being driven 
out of the town, he was on horseback gallop- 
ing through one of the streets, and when 
passing an old dingy brick hou3e, almost hid 
from view by the cedar trees in the yard, he 
obsvived at a window in it a young lady in 
her role de null, beckoning him toward her. 
Although advised not to stop, he wheeled hi3 
horse around and entered the yard. A he-rebel, 
an iL mate of the house, tried to keep him from 
entering, while the lady called out to him that 
he must come. So pushing Mr. Rebel to one 
side, be passed into the house and entered the 
lady s room. She proved to be the beautiful Miss 
Cusbman, then quite ill and prostrated by a 
nervous fever, brought on by the hardships, 
indignities, and insults she had lately under- 

f one. As he entered tbe room she caught 
irn by the band and said, ‘Thank God, vou 
all have come at last; I am now safe!” Her 
story was short. Her wrongs and sufferings 
have been long. Two or three months ago 
she bad occasion to pass through the lines 
from Nashville to Shelbyville. When she ar- 
rived there it was discovered by the rebel au- 
thorities that she was a Unionist. These two 
circumstances taken together were enough to 
convict her as a spy, under the malignant and 
arbitrary rulings of the rebel military Gov- 
ernment. She was arrested, tried, and con- 
demned to be executed. She tried to make 
her escape to our lines, but could not succeed. 

Before the day fixed for her execution she 
was taken dangerously ill, and was then re- 
moved to the house in which she was discov- 
ered. They left Shelbyville in 9uch haste that 
they either forgot her, or eise they had notthe 
transportation to carry her. I suppose the 
latter, as they left a large lot of corn meal, 
muskets, Ac., that they could not carry, and 
the only carriage that could be had carried 
General Bragg and family out of town in 
great haste a lew hours before we entered. 

Since MisB Cushman's arrest she has been 
treated by rebel women in such a manner as 
one who has heard the rebels talk of Southern 
chivalry and honor would not expect. They 
robbed her of almost everything she had, tak- 
ing breastpin, bracelets, dresses, collars, hand- 
kerchiefs Ac. They even took her last hoop 
skirt. She is now safe in Nashville. An 
ambulance was fitted up for her, and in it she 
was sent forward. The rebels say that plans 
of their fortififcations around Shelbyville were 
found on her person. 

Revival Among the Rebels — One of ths 
most curious features of the rebel invasion 
was the holding of a prayer-meeting by one 
of the regiments of Ewell’s corp3 in the streets 
of Boonsboro, Md., whose loud prayers and 
singing proclaimed the truth of the report 
previously published that a revival had taken 
place in Jackson’s corp3. 

— The New York Evening 
Post mildly suggests: “It is reported in a 
morning paper that the Government intends 
to proseente the journals which copied a re- 
cent article from a Philadelphia paper giving 
the positions of the army eorps in Virginia. 
The Government will do much better if it will 
prosecute the war.

Indianapolis, July 9. 

Morgan's forces, consisting of infantry, ar- 
tillery, and cavalry, and numbering between 
6,000 and 8,000, crossed into Indiana and cap- 
tured Corydon. Our forces are falling back. 
It is supposed the rebels are marching on New 
Albany and Jeffersonville, where large quan- 
tities of supplies are stored. Troops are be- 
ing organized throughout the State and scut 
forward as rapidly as possible. 

Business was entirely suspended here to- 
day, and the citizens were forming companies 
for sclf-delence. One regiment has been raised 
since last night. 

It is reported that two citizens were killed 
at Coryden when the rebels entered the town. 

Tbe following military order has been issued 
by the Governor: 

Executive Department , fndianapolii, Ind, 
■July 9, 1863. — Satisfactory evidence having 
been received that the rebels have invaded 
Indiana in considerable tbree, It is hereby or- 
dered aDd required that all able-bodied white 
male citizens in the several counties south of 
thqXational Road forthwith form companies 
of itt least sixty persons, elect officers, and arm 
themselves with such arms as they can procure. 
«5aid companies will perfect themselves in 
military drill as rapidly as possible, and hold 
themselves subject to further orders from the 
Department. It is desired that they shall be 
mounted in all cases where it is possible. The 
people in all other parts of the State are earn- 
estly requested to form military companies, 
and hold themselves subject to orders. 

Prompt reports of all orgarizations should 
be forwarded by telegraph. All officers of 
the Indiana Legion are charged with the exe- 
cution of this order, and all United States 
officers are requested to renlcr such assistance 
as may be in their power.

Indianapolis, July 9. 

Morgan is still in the vicinity of Corydon. 
The greatest excitement prevails throughout 
the State. The militia is coming in rapidly 
under the call of the Governor. Fifty thou- 
sand will be under arms and marching to the 
plate of rendezvous in twenty-four hours. 
One Michigan regiment arrived to-night; an- 
other one and a battery of artillery are expect- 
ed to-merrow. The determination is that 
Morgan shall not escape. The border counties 
are unfier martial law, 

Baltimore, July 5. 

The American has the following despatch: 

Frederick , Md., July 8, 8 A. M . — Our caval- 
ry had a sharp fight with the rebels between 
Funkstown and Boonsboro, about six miles 
this side of Hagerstown. The rebels in 
heavy force. Our cavalry was compelled to 
fall back to Bocnsboro with some loss. Gen. 
Kilpatrick is retorted killed, though some 
accounts say he is only wounded. 

learn that Gen. Kilpatiiik’s commrnl 
was completely surrounded and compelled to 
cut its way out. 

The rebels are still this side of the river 
massed near Hagerstown, endeavoring to get 
their wagons and plunder across. 

Scouts to-day bring a report that the rebel 
column was crossing the river at Williams- 
port. If thi3 is so, we need look for no fight 
in Maryland. 

It is reported at Boonsboro that the rebel 
pickets are being thrown out nearly to that 
point, enclosing within their lines the Antie- 
tam field and Shepherdstown crossing. 

The main force, however, is considerably 
west of this and covers the three roads which 
meet at Williamsport. 

The movements of onr army are snch as 
will to-day uncover luily the’ enemy’s posi- 
tion. 

The whole number of prisoners reported at 
headquarters up to this morning is 12,000. 

Fuller information places our losses in killed 
and wounded in the three days’ fight at 15,000. 
The rebel loss in killed and wounded will ex- 
ceed ours at least 5,000. 

Reports received at headquarters state that 
23,000 rebel dead had be»n buried by our 
troops, and two-thirds of the battle field had 
leen explored. The whole number of tbeir 
killed left on tbe field will exceed 3,000. Tbe 
usual proportion of wounded to killed, six to 
one, would make their wounded amount to 

18.000, without over-straining estimates. Their 
total loss in killed, wounded, and missing is 

30.000. 

Newbirn. N. C., July 7. 
ifaj.-Gen. ITalleck, Washington : 

I have the honor to report that the cavalry 
sent from here July 3d, under Col. Lewis, of 
the 3d New York cavalry, has safely returned, 
having successfully accomplished its mission, 
and without loss. They destroyed, by twist- 
ing rails, &c., accordiug to Gen. Houpt s plan, 
two miles of the railroad at Warsaw; also 
destoy ing for five miles more all the culverts, as 
well as the telegrtiph. At Kerausvslle an ar- 
mory was destrojed. and large quantities of 
small aims and commissary and quartermas- 
ter's stores were burnt. About 150 animals 
and some 30 prisoners were captured by them, 
and some 100 men and 300 women, childreo, 
and negroes followed them.

Atlanta, July 3. — There has been no raid on 
the railroad in East Tennessee. 

Second Despatch — Atlanta , July 4. — It is 
considered certain that Morgan has played 
havoc with the rear of Rosecrans. 

An important movement has taken place in 
Bragg’s army, bnt it is not prudent to mention 
particulars. 

Thud Despatch — Atlanta, July 4. — Gen. 
Bragg’s headquarters are at Bridgeport. The 
Tennesseee river will be the future Hue of 
defence. 

It is supposed that Huntsville and the Mem- 
phis Railroad will be abandoned. 

Tbe Richmond Dispatch, of July Cth, states 
that Jeff Davis has had recently a severe at- 
tack of illness, but that he will in a few days 
enjoy usual health. 

The same paper says that Vice President 
Stevens has gone to Fortress Monroe with a 
flag of truce boat. The story is that his bus- 
iness is to see about the exchange of prisoners. 
Another is that it is to inform the Federal 
Government that if private property is not 
respected in the Confederate States and the 
rub s of civilized warfare not strictly complied 
with, our force in the North wall receive in- 
structions to retaliate in kind. 

Cairo, July 9. 

The rebels have retired from Helena. Major- 
General Oglesbv has just arrived from Mem- 
phis, and says tbe terms of the capitulation of 
Vicksburg were, enlisted men were to be pa- 
roled, while commissioned officers were to be 
retained as prisoners. 

Pemberton gives the number of men fit for 
duty at 12,000, 6,000 of whom are in the hos- 
pitals, but it is thought the number will ex- 
ceed this 5,000 or 6,000. 

New York, July 9. 

The draft commences here on Monday. The 

computed quota of the city is 12,500, and that 
of Brooklyn is 4,000. 

The Poet says: It iw reported to-day, on 

the authority of a despatch from sources 
belieyed to be trustworthy, that Gen. Dix has 
sent 25,000 men to reinforce Gen. Meade. 

The draft commenced in Pittsburg on 
Wednesday. 

A special from Washington to the Post says 
it is believed here that a battle is progressing. 

Fortress Monroe, July 8. 

The Richmond Enquirer of July 6 is re- 
ceived, but contains no important news from 
any source. 

The Enquirer says unofficial information by 
telegraph from Jackson, Miss , this morning, 
states that Gen. Magruder and Dick Taylor 
had crossed tbe Mississippi at Kernan, ten 
miles above New Orleans, and were march- 
ing on that city. General Taylor has cap- 
tured 7,000 of the enemy near New Orleans, 
and possibly the Confederate flag waves over 
that city. 

Newbern, N. C., July 5. 

A picket force of infantry, artillery, and 
cavalry moved inland from this point on the 
night of tbe3dio.-t, led by Gen. Foster in 
person, who is confident of accomplishing all 
be has undertaken. If the enemy attempts to 
obstruct his advance an important engage- 
ment will doubtless take place to-day or to- 
morrow.

THE NEWS FROM MEXICO. 

ICorrespoudcace of the Journal of Commerce.] 
Havana, June 30, 1863. 
The capital of the RepubUc of Mexico was 
in military possession or the French on the 
evening of the 3d inst., at 7 o’clock, by virtue 
of an occupation of the premises with 600 
men of the 7th regiment light infantry, the 
place haviZr hften ^rted by Juarez, who 
transferred the archives, ii u .'.t rie3 : “ aredu3 i de- 
partments, congress, and officers Cf state 10 
San Luis l’otusi, declared by him to be the 
capital of the republic. 

Gen. Forey entered the city of Mexico on 
the 10th or 11th inst. (both dates are given in 
the accounts), with imperial state and the 
homage of all bats in the air from the con- 
victs ireed for his reception. There is no doubt 
that the most respectable people retired from 
tbe city with Juarez — all indeed, save those 
t ed down by business obligations or compelled 
to rt main to protect their property, and these 
mostly foreigners. 

On the loth of June Gen. Forey issued his 
promised proclamation to the Mexican people, 
from the long coveted Halls of the Montezu- 
mas, in substance (see issue Diazio de la Mari- 
na this date), inviting their patience, long- 
suffering, and forbearance, while he fixes 
things to suit their necessities — to be done 
‘kroundum artem imperium.” They are, espe- 
cially, not to become excited, to believe any- 
thing hut for Foreyism; that it takes a good 
while longer to build up than to tear down; 
they shall have a solid government, become a 
happy and presperous people, respected by 
most everybody. -He is the proudest and hap- 
piest man of the grand nation on account of 
the unexpected triumphal entrance into the 
city of Mexico; but says not one word about 
the voices of the “dear people," as to their 
wishes in the form or order of Government, 
the complexion or personel of their Imperial 
Rulers. 

Detachments of the French army, with 
guides ar.d troops, from the robber bauds of 
Buitron sad others, hare started on the trail 
of Juarez, aDd if he is at all true to himself, 
and there is any patriotic sentiment in the 
country not consumed by French francs, the 
divided forces will be cut to pieces. An offi- 
cer, Mr Gallifet, on board of the French 
steamer Vera Cruz, which left St. Jago de Cu- 
ba the 23d for Havre, bears the keys of the 
city of Mexico as trophies for the military 
complaisance of the Emperor. This gentle- 
man also gave the assurance that 600 Mexican 
iffieers had been ordered on board of two 
French vessels of war, and that 700 remain to 
be immediately embarked, for the same desti- 
nation. Great distress is said to exist among 
the families left iu destitution by this whole- 
sale expatriation of citizens of the RepubUc. 
This is punishment for exercising those rights 
which freemen consider divine. These em- 
baiked on tbe 2d on board the Darien and C*» 
res at Vera Cruz. Of the Puebla prisoners — 
13 generals, 21 colonels, 25 lieut. colonels, 50 
majors (commandants), 132 capta’ns, 159 lieu- 
tenants, and 189 sub-lieutenaqts — all for a 
French port. Gen. Buitron is reported to have ■ 
defeated a column of 3,000 Mexican troops 
under the orders of Gens. Rangel and Ampu- 
dia, at the “mountains of the crosses,” taking 
500 prisoners and a park of field ordnance. 

I allude only to the most important and re- 
liable iteni9 which have ceme to us. The 
game is probably not yet played out. 

Serenade to the Wife of Gen. Meade. — 
About eleven o’clock on Saturday night the 
members of the Union League of Philadel- 
phia, accompanied by a band, attended by a 
vast concourse of citizens, proceeded to the 
residence of the wife of General Meade, on 
Pine siieei. below Twenty-first, in that city, 
and tendered her the complimentary honor of 
a serenade. The neighboring citizens flocked 
in until the crowd became utterly impassable. 
The band performed the Star-spangled Ban- 
ner, Hail Columbia, and other national airs, 
snd just as Yankee Doodle died away Mayor 
Henry and Morton McMiehael appeared upon 
the steps of Mrs. Meade’s residence and for- 
mally presented her the congratulations and 
g od wishes of the citizens of Philadelphia. 
They were greeted with loud and enthusiastic 
cheering. Mrs. Meade then very briefly ac- 
knowledged the courtesy, and retired amid 
deafening applause and cheers for herself and 
her husband, the victor of Gettysburg. The 
people present then cheered almost every 
General in the Union army. The band finally 
started the “Rattle Hymn of the Republic” to 
the tune of “Old John Brown,” and the im- 
mense gathering dispersed to their homes. 

Setting all the Genebals at Work. — A 
well-known Senator has urged tbe Govern- 
ment to devise some means to give every 
General a command of some kind, no matter 
what it may be— even to assist in organizing 
militia; thus settling all rivalries and showing 
that the crisis and tbeir services arc appreciat- 
ed. If any General so far forgets his position 
as a soldier as to grumble at bis command, it 
is urged that be be removed at once from the 
army. It is in accordance with these views 
that all Brigadier-Generals now absent are 
ordered to active service within ten da vs. The 
effects would be excellent if all Major-Generals 
were thus notified. Thera is neither sense nor 
economy in having so large a number of high 
salaried loafers, wearing shoulder-3traps aad 
drawing full pay in idleness, while the coun- 
trv is in such extreme peril. 

Y'ears do not go from us. but we go from 
them, stepping from the old into the new, aud 
always leaving behind us some baggage no 
longer serviceble on the march. Look back 
along the way we have trodden. There they 
staDd, every one in his place, holding fast ail 
that was left in trust with him. Some keep 
eur childhood, some our youth, and ail have 
something of ours which they will not give 
up for neither bribe nor prayer; the opinions 
cast away, the hopes that went with us no 
further, the cares that have had successors, the 
follies outgrown, to be revived by memory, 
and called up for evidence some day. 

The Season at Saratoga. — The Daily Sira- 
togian of Saturday says: 

Never within our recollection has a season 
opened more auspiciously for Saratoga than 
tbe present. Notwithstanding the excitiDg 
scenes now enacting in adjoining States, the 
rush of visitors here is larger than ever before 
at so early a day, and our hotel keepers have 
engagements that will quite surely till their 
bouses from a week to ten days sooner than 
in any former season.

TREATY WITH THE REPUBLIC OF LIBERIA. 

Treaty between the United States of America 
and the Republic of Liberia. Commerce 
and Navigation. Concluded at London, Oc- 
tober 21, 1862. Ratifications exchanged, 
February 10, 1863. Proclaimed by the Pres- 
ident of the United States, March 18, 1863. 
BY THE PRESIDENT OP TBS UNITED BTATB3 OP 
AMERICA. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas a treaty between the United 
States ot America aud the Republic of Libe- 
ria was concluded and signed by their respec- 
tive plenipotentiaries, at London, on the twen- 
ty-first day of October last, which treaty is, 
■word for word, as follows: 

The United States of America and the Re- 
public of Liberia, desiring to fix, in a perma- j 
licnt and equitable manner, the rules to be ob- 
served in the intercourse and commerce tney 
desire to establish between their respective 
countries, have agreed, for this purpose, to 
conclude a treaty of commerce and naviga- 
tion, and hare judged that the said end can- 
not be better obtained than by taking the 
most perfect equality and reciprocity for the 
basis of their agreement; and to effect this 
they have named as their respecti ve plenipo- 
tentiaries, that is to say : the President ot the 
United States of America, Charles Francis 
Adams, envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary ot the United States of Amer- 
ica at the court of St. James; and the Repub- 
lic of Liberia, His Excellency Stephen Allen 
Benson, President thereof, who, after having 
communicated to each other their respective 
full powers, found in good and due form, have 
agreed upon the following articles: 

Art. I. There shall be perpetual peace and 
friendship betwecu the United States of Amer- 
ica and the Republic of Liberia, and also be- 
tween the citizens of both countries. 

Art. II. There shall be a reciprocal freedom 
of commerce between the United States of 
America and the Republic of Liberia. The 
citizens of the United States of America may 
reside in, and trade to, any part of the terri- 
tories of the Republic of Liberia to which any 
other foreigners are or shall be admitted. They 
shall enjoy full pro tec l io a for their persons and 
properties; they shall be allowed to buy from 
and to sell to whom they like, without being 
restrained or prejudiced by any monopoly, 
contract, or exclusive privilege of sale or pur- 
chase v hateTer; aud they shall moreover en- 
joy all other rights and privileges which 
are or may be granted to any other foreigners, 
subjects, or citizens of the most favored na- 
tion. The citizens of the Republic of Liberia 
shall, in return, enjoy similar protection and 
privileges in the United State3 of America and 
in their territories. 

Art. III. No tonnage, import, or other du- 
ties or charges shall be levied in the Republic 
of Liberia on United States vessels, or on 
goods imported or exported in United States 
vessels, beyond what are or may be levied on 
national vessels, or on the like goods imported 
or exported in national vessels; and in like 
manner no tonnage, import, or other duties or 
charges shall be levied in the United States of 
America and their territories on the vessels of 
the Republic of Liberia, or on goods imported 
or exported in those vessels, beyond what are 
or may be levied on national vessels, or on the 
like goods imported or exported in national 
vesself. 

Art. IV. Merchandise or goods coming from 
the United States of America in any vessels, 
or imported in United States vessels from any 
country, shall not be prohibited by the Repub- 
lic of Liberia, nor be suhject to higher duties 
than are levied on the same kinds of mer- 
chandise or goods coming from any other for- 
eign country or imported in any other foreign 
vessels. All articles the produce of the Re- 
public of Liberia may be exported therefrom 
by citizens of the United Slates and United 
States vessels, on as favorable terms as by the 
citizens and vessels of any other foreign 
country. 

In like manner, all merchandise or goods 
coming from the Republic of Liberia in any 
vessels, or imported in Liberian vessels from 
any country, shall not be prohibited by the 
United States of America, nor be subject to 
higher duties than are levied on the same 
kinds of merchandise or goods coming from 
any other foreign country or imported in any 
other foreign vessel. All articles the produce 
of the United States, or of their territories, 
may be imported therefrom by Liberian citi- 
zens and Liberian vessels on as favorable 
terms as by the citizens and vessels of any 
other foreign country. 

Art. V. When any vessel of either of the 
contracting parties shall be wrecked, foun- 
dered, or otherwise damaged on the coasts, or 
w ithin the territories ot the other, the respec- 
tive citizens shall receive the greatest possible 
aid, as well for themselves as for their vessels 
and effects. All possible aid shall be given to 
protect their property from being plundered 
and theft- persons from ill treatment. Should 
a dispute arise as to the salvage, it shall be 
settled by arbitration, to be chosen by the par- 
ties respectively. 

Art. VI. It being the intention of the two 
contracting parties to bind themselves by the 
present treaty te treat each other on the foot- 
ing of the most favored nation, it is hereby 
agreed between them that any favor, privilege, 
or immunity whatever in matters of commerce 
and navigation, which either contracting 
party has actually granted, or may hereafter 
grant, to the subjects or citizens of any other 
Slate, shall be extended to the citizens of the 
other contracting party, gratuitously, if tho 
concession in favor of that other State shall 
have been gratuitous, or in return for a com- 
pensation as nearly os possible of proportion- 
ate value and effect, to be adjusted by mutual 
agreement if .the concession shall hare been 
conditional. 

Art. VII. Each contracting party may ap- 
point consuls for the protection of trade, to re- 
side in the dominions of the other; but no 
such consul shall enter upon the exercise of 
his functions until he shall have been approved 
and admitted, in the usual form, by the gov- 
ernment of the country to which he is sent. — 

Art. VIII. The United States Government 
engages never to interfere, unless solicited by 
the Government of Liberia, in the affairs be- 
tween the aboriginal inhabitants and the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Liberia, in tho ju- 
risdiction aud territories of the Republic. 
Should any' United States citizens suffer loss, 
in person or property, from violence by the 
aboriginal inhabitants, and the Government 
of the Republic of Liberia should not be able 
lo bring the aggressor to justice, the United 
States Government engages, a requisition hav- 
ing been first made therefor by the Liberian 
Government, to lend such aid as may be re- 
quired. Citizens of the United States residing 
in the territories of the Republic of Liberia 
are desired to abstain from all such intercourse 
with the aboriginal inhabitants as will tend 
to the violation of law and a disturbance of 
the peace of the country. 

Art. IX. The present treaty 3hall be ratified, 
and the ratifications exchanged at London, 
within the space of nine months from the date 
hereof. 

In testimony whereof, the plenipotentiaries 
before mentioned have hereto subscribed their 
names and affixed their seals. 

Done at London, the twenty-first day of Oc- 
tober, in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-two.

And whereas the said treaty has been duly 
ratified on both parts, and the respectire rati- 
fications of the same were exchanged at Lou- 
don, on the tenth ultimo, by Charles Francis 
Adams, Esquire, Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary of the United States 
at the Court of St. James, and Gerard Ral- 
ston, Esquire, Consul-General and Commis- 
sioner for and on behalf of the Republic of 
Liberia, on the part of their respective gov- 
ernments:

sheep husbandry. 

H is becoming more and more apparent to 
thrifty farmers and capitalists throughout tta 
North that this important branch of agricul- 
ture will hereafter become exceedingly nrr.fi i 
able to all who engage in it. In* Dumbest 
(our native county) where wool growing was 
carried on with great profit from 1825 to 1840 
and then abandoned for dairies and cattle 
raising, we learn that the farmers are stocking 
their farms with sheep and returning rapidly 
to sheep husbandry. In addition to tho de- 
mand for wool, there is a steady increase of 
demand for mutton, which renders the busi- 
ness doubly safe and profitable. 

The taste for mutton is a cultivated one, and 
is rapidly growing in our country. We well 
remember when a boy that we would as soon 
have thought of eating a piece of roast dog as 
roast mutton. There was a disagreeable fla- 
vor which was exceedingly distasteful to us; 
but now we think we have reached the ex- 
treme of good living when we can afford a 
dinner of “roast lamb, mint sauce, asparagus, 
and green peas.’’ We presume our experience 
is that of a large portion of the community, 
for the butchers tell us they find it difficult to 
supply the demand for prime mutton, giving 
this as a reason why they charged us 20 cents 
a pound. Mutton is by far cheaper than beef 
at the same price. The choice cuts of beef 
constitute a very small proportion of the car 
cass, and the proportion of course meat and 



bone in a cut of beef i3 far greater than in 
mutton. 

The philosophers who declare that “cotton 
is king'’ simply give utterance to a self-evi- 
dent absurdity. It is less than a century since 
the first yard of cotton goods was produced in 
England. That cotton is the cheapest fibre 
that nature ever produced, capablo of being 
woven into fabrics, cannot be doubted; but 
that the world has existed without it and can 
do so again is equally true. It has always 
been considered inferior to wool and haen, 
and nothing but its cheapness has brought it 
into universal use. To say that any article of 
merchandise is “cotton warp is to stamp it 
wiih the brand of inferiority. 

We find nothing m the world s history to 
warrant the conclusion that there has ever 
been any difficulty in producing with weol, 
Max and silk, every fabric required for com- 
tort or convenience, in the highest state of 
civilization and refinement. In the parable of 
the rich man we read that he was “clothed in 
purple and fine linen.’’ This implies a high 
degree of skill and taste in the production of 
fabrics at this early period. In all the territo- 
ry norih of “Mason and Dixon’s line”woolien 
goods for men and boys’ wear, and worsted 
goods for women’s are necessary for comfort 
frill nine months out of the twelve, and are 
vastly more healthy. Light weight woollens 
for summer wear are now in genera! use in 
the whole North, and fancy flannel for shirts 
is rapidly superseding cotton. These shirts 
are more comfortable the greater portion of 
the year, require washing less frequently, and 
are on the w hole more economical. For wo- 
men’s wear, delaines, alpacas, merinos, co- 
burgs, etc., are far better adapted to Northern 
climates than cotton, and will hereafter be 
produced at home. 

The war found the manufacturing Interests 
throughout the world based upon a steady 
supply of cotton, and the cutting short of the 
supply produced a temporary derangement, 
but the business will readily adapt itself to the 
new order of things, and the war will prove 
in the end to be of immense advantage to the 
North by producing a greatly increased de- 
mand for wool and flax. We find that com- 
mission houses that have heretofore received 
consignments of woollen goods from Europe, 
are already cultivating the acquaintance, and 
soliciting consignments from American manu- 
facturers, finding that their friends abroad can 
no longer consign goods to this market and 
compete with the home production. 

We have heretofore been largely dependent 
upon England tor blankets and other heavy 
woollens. The protection given by that gov- 
ernment to wool-growing has enabled them to 
pioduce these goods cheaper than it could be 
done here; but all this is now changed, and 
tc-day we find those who have heretofore been 
importers of this class of goods buying up 
heavy woollens for the reason that they can no 
longer he imported with profit. For years 
past we have been supplied with broadcloths 
from Europe, but now it is believed that our 
own manufacturers will produce these goods 



successfully in competition with the famous 
productions of “Biolly” aud “Simonis.” We 
never read a threat of burning cotton that the 



reflection does not cross our minds, “what an 
increased demand that will produce for weal 
and worsteds,’’ and we advise our Western 
farmers, whenever they see reliable accounts 
of any considerable quantity of cotton having 
been burned, to buy more sheep.\ 

In most parts of the Northwest the majority 
of the farmers have not capital to purchase 
sheep in such numbers as they could make 
profitable. The prices of produce in the We3t 
for several years preceding the commence- 
ment ot the war were so low as to leave the 
grower scarcely sufficient to pay the C03t of 
production. In addition- to this, in many 
parts of the West the people have been im- 
mensely swindled by the failure of wild-cat 
banks, scattered throughout the different 
States. Illinois alone must have suffered to 
the extent of from five to ten millions of dol- 
lars. 

Tho influences we have named have pre- 
vented the farmers from accumulating prop- 
erty as rapidly as they would otherwise have 
done, and, as we have said, they are not able 
to purchase as many sheep as they could proba- 
bly take care of. This difficulty can easily be 
remedied by capitalists tarnishing the means 
to purchase the sheep and put them upon 
■Shares with the farmer. There never was so 
much idle capital in the country as at pres- 
ent, and it could not be more profitably or 
usefully employed than in the direction we 
have named. Let capitalists both West and 
East give this subject consideration. Sheep 
husbandry is as sure to be profitable in the 
North hereafter as that the sun i9 sure to rise 
and set; and the les9 cotton that is produced, 
the more that is burned, and the longer the 
war is prolonged, the more money will it put 
into the pockets of wool-growers. 

The lowest prices that wool has reached in 
the Eastern markets for the last thirty-six 
years was in 1849, when fine wool was sold at 
33c., medium at 30c., and coarse at 23c. At 
that time sheep were sold in Ohio at one dol- 
lar and a half a head. The growers that year 
received in Ohio for medium wool 25e a 
pound. Now supposing the theory to be cor- 
rect that the increase of the flock will pay the 
keeping, it will be observed that the profit at 
this leu- ett price in thirty-six years was fifty 
per cent, on the value of the sheep. We learn 
that shorn sheep can be bought at present in 
Ohio at $2 50 per head. It will therefore be 
seen that the clip next year at 40c per pound 



would still pay 50 per cent, on the investment, 
at present prices of sheep. 

Into what channel can capitalists put their 



money that will be more likely to pay a large 
profit than in sheep husbandry?
